BIRMINGHAM, Ala.—The right 


of the American negro to broader 
political, economic and educational 
advantages, based on a pride of 
race, but never on an aspiration for 
social equality, was championed by 
President Harding here today. 


These are some of the principles 


on which the president appealed to 
the nation to "lay aside old preju- 
dices and old antagonisms" and give 
support to a constructive policy of 
racial relationship. 


"Politically

there need be no occasion for great 
and permanent differentiation pro- 
vided on both sides there shall be 
recognition of the absolute diver- 
gence in things social and racial." 


"I would say, let the black man 


vote when he is fit'to vote; prohibit 
the white man voting when he is 
unfit to vote." 


Asks End of Old Tradition 


"I wish that -both the tradition of 


a solidly Democratic south and the 
tradition of a solidly Republican 
black race might be broken up." 


I would insist upon equal educa- 


tional opportunities for both. 
Men 


of both races may well stand un- 
compromisingly against every sug- 
;estion of social equality." 


"Racial amalgamation, therefore, 


cannot be. Partnership of the races 
n developing the highest aims of 
all humanity there must be if. hu- 
manity is to achieve the ends which 
we' have set for it." 


The black man should seek to he, 


_.J he should be encouraged to he, 
the best possible black roan and not 
the best possible imitation of a 
white man." 


The president's address, which 


broueht him from Washington or. 
his first extended trip into the south 
since inauguration, was delivered at 
R. semi-centennial celebration of the 
founding of the city of Birmingham. 


President Harding said in part: 
"The world war brought us to full 


recognition that the. race problem 
is national rather than merely sec- 
tional.

Exports to Europe 


Show Big Decrease 


WASHINGTON — Exports 
to 


Europe during September fell off by 
about 831,000,000 as compared with 
August while imports increased by 
approximately $4,000,000, according 
to foreign trade figures issued today.

111 matters social and racial a sep- 
rato path, each pursuir.R his own 
inherited traditions, preserving ^his 
own raco purity and prido; equality 
in. things spiritual; agreed diver- 
gence in the physical and material.' 


"Here is suggestion of the true 


way out. Politically and economical 
!y,' there need bo no occasion for

and 
permanent 
differentiu- 


tion. for limitation; of the individ 
ua'.'s opportunity provided that on 
both sides there shall be recognition 
of the absolute divergence in things 
social and racial, when I suggest 
t.he possibility of economic equalitj 
beiween the races, 1 mean it in pre- 
cisely the same way and to the same 
extent that I would mean it if I 
spoke of equality of economic oppor- 
tunity as between members of the 
same race. 


Against Equality Suggestion 


"J!en of both races may wel 


stand uncompromisingly against ev- 
ery ji'.igirestion of social equality 


i !:v.!eed, it would be helpful to have 


i that word Equality eliminated from 


•,'i;s consideration: to have it ac- 
cepted on both sides that this is not 
a question of social equality but a 
question of recognizing a 
funda- 


mental, eternal and inescapable dif- 
ference. 
We shall have made real 


progress when we develop an atti- 
tude in the public ar.d community 
thought (.-£ both races, which rec- 
ognizes this difference. 


"Tako the political aspect, 
I 


would say let the black man vote 
when he is fit to vote; prohibit the 
white man voting -when he is unlit 
^o vote. I would inculcate in the col- 
ored race the wish to improve it- 
self as a distinct race, with a hered- 
ity, 
a set of traditions, an array of 


aspirations all its own. 


"On the other hand, _I would in- 


sist upon equal' educational oppor- 
tunity" for 
both. 
This 
does not 


mean that both would become equal- 
led within a generation or ten gen- 
erations. 
Even men of the same 


race do not accomplish 
such an 


equality as that. But there must 
be such education among the col- 
ored people as will enable them to 
develop their own leaders, capable 
of understanding and sympathizing 
with such a differentiation between 
the races as 1 have suggested. Rac- 
ial amalgamation there cannot be. 
Partnership o£ the races is develop- 
ing the highest aims' of all human- 
ity not only here, but everywhere, 
is to achieve .the 
ends 
which we 


have set for it. 


S»ys Problem Is Worldwide. 


"I can say to you people of the 


south, both white and black, that 
the time has passed when you are 
entitled to assume that this prob- 
lem of races is peculiarly and par- 
ticularly your problem. 
More and 


lore it is becoming a problem of 


the worm. 
It is .the problem of 


democracy everywhere if we mean 
the things we say about democracy 
as tho ideal political state. 


"The one thing we must, avoid is 


the development of group and class 
organizations in this country. There 
has been times when we heard too 
much about 
the labor 
vote, tho 


business vote, the Irish vote, the 
Italian vote and so on. 
But the 


demagogues who would array class 
against class 
and group 
against 


group have fortunately found little 
to '.'•ward their efforts. 
That is 


because, despite the 
demagogues, 


the. 
idea of our oneness as Ameri- 


e:V.s has risen superior to every 
appeal to mere 
class and group. 


And 50 I would wish it might be in 
this matter of our national problem 
of races. 
I .would accept that a 


black man cnnnot be like a white 
man and that he does not need, and 
should not asnire to be as 
much 


ike a white man as possible in or- 
der to accomplish the best that is 
possible fur h;m. He should seek to 
be ar.d he should be encouraged to 
be the best possible black man and 
not the best possible imitation of a 
white man. 


"It is a n;i.ttcr of the keenest na- 


tional concern that the south shall 
not be encouraged to make its col- 
ored population a reservoir of ig- 
norance to be drained away by mi- 
gration into all other sections. Just 
as I do hot wish the south to be po- 
litically entirely one party; just as 
I believe that is bad for the south 
and for the rest of the country as 
well, so I do not want the 
colored 


people to be entirely of one party. I 
wish that both the tradition of a 
solidly democratic south 
and the 


tradition of a 
solidly 
republican 


black race might be broken up. Nei- 
them political sectionalism nor any 
system of rigid groupings of 
the 


people will in the long run prosper 
in our country. 


"Every consideration, it seems to 


me, brings us back to'the question 
of education. I do not want the 
states or the nation to attempt to 
educate people whether white 
or 


black into something they are not 
fitted to be. I have no sympathy 
•with the half naked autruism thac 
would overstock us -with 
doctors 


and lawyers of whatever color and 
leave us in need of people fit and 
willing to do the manual work of a 
work-a-day world. But I would like 
to see an education that would fit 
every man not only to do his par- 
ticular work.as well as possible but 
to rise to a higher plane if he would 
deserve it. 
"It js probable that as a nation 


we have come to the end of the per- 
iod of very rapid 
increase 
in our 


population. Restricted immigratior 
will reduce the rate of increase and 
force us back upon our older popu- 
lation to find people to do the sim- 
pler, physically harder manual tasks. 
This will require some difficult re- 
adjustments. 


"In anticipation of such a condi- 


tion the south "may well recognize 
that north and west are likely to 


ontinue their drafts upon its col 
ored population and that if 
the 


south wishes to keep its fields pro- 
ducing and its industry still expand- 
nj: it will have to compete for the 
services of the colored man. 


"It is not po^ible that in the long 


era of adjustment upon which we 
are entering for the nation to lay 
aside old prejudices and old antag- 
onisms and in the broad, clear light 
of nationalism enter upon a con- 


structive policy in 
dealing 
with 


these intricate issues? Just as we 
shall prove ourselves capable of do- 
ing this we shall insure the indus- 
trial1 progress, the agricultural se- 
curity, the social and political safe- 


ty of our whole country regardless 
of race or sections and along the 
lines of ideals t-perior to 
every 


consideration of groups or class, _of 
race or color or section or preju- 
dice."

Color and Music 


Are 
colors 
associated _ ^ with 


sounds? Some people find vivid re- 
lations between apparently widely 
different sensations. 
They say 
a 


trumpet call sounds red, for exam- 
ple; or a mauve velvet suggests the 
tone of a flute. 
Some such ideas of the association 


of one sensation with another are 
nt the root of the frequent musical 
use of the term tone-color. It is an 
extension of this idea which has led 
to so-called program music, or the 
attempt to attach definite meanings 
to musical tones. Berlioz was the 
firs* pronouncd colorist 
in, music, 


and the greatest advocate of pro- 
gram music. His Kakoczy March is 
an excellent example of strong mu- 
sical coloring, 


A Tempestuous Life 


•Hector Berlioz (pronounced baie- 


ly-ohs) is the romantic school per- 
sonified. 
Its passionate love 
for 


nature, its phantastic extravagance, 
its unrestrained emotional exuber- 
ance are, one may say, his by birth- 
right. His mother was n highly his- 
torical woman, whoao personal in- 
fluence on Hector's career was any- 
thing but a happy one. Nor was his 
career happy. His story is one un- 
broken series of struggles with ad- 
verso circumstances, such as pover- 
ty, hostility, jealousy,, and down- 
right ill-fortune, of empty triumphs 
and heart-breaking disappointments 
amid domestic and public griefs, of 
every sort. In part he was to blame 
for his tragedy, for he was intract- 
able and undisciplined, and 
raised 


up powerful enemies for 
himself. 


Moreover, tho 
deficiencies 
of 
his 


early musical training 
prevented 


him from ever attaining during his 
lifetime tho great popular success for 
which his soul thirsted with an ago- 
nizing intensity. 


A Great Gertius 


Yet ho was a great musical genius 


and no composer has ever written 
more spontaneous force or more ve- 
hement and volcanic energy. 
His 


imagination always seemed at 'white 
heat, nnd when aroused he could cov- 
er pages of tomnlex orchestration 
with such studcndous rapidity that 
he was forced to invent a system 
of short hand to keep pace with his 
own ideas. He is often compared to 
Victor Hugo for his immense crea- 
tive power, his exceptional gifts of 
oratory, and his ability to range at 
will over the entire gamut of hu- 
man passion. 


Berlioz As a Colorist 


As master of orchestration 
his 


claim to tho ilrst rank is incontest- 
able. 
His work marks a new era 


in this respect, and has been the 


guide of every composer since; and 
as a brilliant and audacious color- j 
ist, he may fairly claim his place 
mong tho immortals. 
Also lie i3 


one of the first composers to under- 
stand the value of massing musical 
sound, and some of his great works 
are today virtually beyond perform- 
ance because -of the tremendous scor- 
ing. 


Origin of the Rakoczy March 
Perhaps the most widely known 


of all his works is the cantata. The 
Damnation of Faust, consisting of 
a series of scones suggested ' by 
Goethe's great dramatic poem. 
It 


was in the first scene of this work 
that Berlioz utilized tho 
national 


Hungarian 
Eakocsy 
(pronounced 


Ksh-ko'-tsce) march. 
This march 


has been known to history since 
1705, and derives its name from a 
national Hungarian 
figure 
with 


whom it was a favorite. When Ber- 
lioz visitod Budapest in the year 
1846, in order to £i\e a ocncert of 
his own works, he fanned AS a spe- 
cial surprise to piny the 
national 


march in his own orchestration. The 
result was an unexampled personal 
triumph, ar.d i^duwd BerlioT—who 
was always pressed for time—to 
transfer to first scene of his Dam- 
nation of Faust: to Hungary, 
so 


that he could bring in this march. It 
is introduced at the point where 
Faust, in the Hungarian plain, sees 
the Hungarian army marching past. 


The Compoflition Analyzed 


After a few bars of trumpet calls, 


forte (loud), the main theme begins, 
piano (soft), a vigorous marching 
strain in eight bars, which are re- 
peated. The second 
theme 
is of 


similar character, bat with a dotted 
rigure and a transition to the first 
bars of theme I. This material is 
used in a short development, after 
which comes theme 111 in the key 
of A, a melodious air of descending 
character with a triplet figure as ac- 
companiment. A few bars of crash- 
ing chords are followed by a devel- 
opment pianissimo based 
on the 


first theme, which followed by a de- 
velopment pianissimo based on the 
first theme, which .begins 
in the 


lower register and climbs steadily 
in pitch ar.d volume, until the full 
power of an immense orchestra is 
thrown into the restatement of the 
original theme, on which the corn- 
poser plays with masterly skill in 
a splendid final passage. Tho very 
spirit of martial 
valor is in this 


stirrng music. Even the most pro- 
saic listener cnn easily imagine that 
he hears horses, prancing and trum- 
ets blaring; and that he sees the sun 
shining 0:1 glittering trappings with 
pennons and banners waving. Liszt

starchy flavor. In the modem tapi- 
oca th'is is not difficult, and if you 
follow the directions for the time

to 
soak and cook a new 


brand of tapioca given in the box 
you will come out right. 


Here are some tapioca delicacies 


worth trying: 


Tnpioca Lemon Pie — Soak two 


tablespoons of tapioca in a pint of 
cold water for as long ts the box 
directions call for—perhaps over 
night, perhaps only an hour. Then 
add a cup of sugar, and the grated 
rind and strained juice of a large 
lemon. Beat ono egg thoroughly 
without separating and stir this in. 
Pour into a pie plate lined with pie 
crust and bake with a top crust. 
Dot tho top of the crust with whip- 
ped cream before serving. 


Tapioca Jolly—Soak half a cup of 


tapioca in a pint of cold water. 
Add another pint of cold water.' 
Cook in a douole boiler until soft, 


and then add a cup of sugar and 
the grated rind and juice of a lem- 
on. When transparent pour into a 
mould and let it harden. Serve 
with cream, whipped or unwhipped. 


Chocolate Jelly Delights — One 


and a half heaping tablespoons 
powdered gelatine, pno teaspoon of

water, one. cup apple jelly, currant 
jelly or quince jelly- Melted choco- 
late. Melt the jelly over hot water;
